WORK  OF  THE  YEAR. 

2078  In-Patients  were  admitted  during  the  year  compared 
with  2029  in  1942,  The  average  length  of  stay  of  each  Patient  was 
12.4  days  compared  with  11.7  last  year.  4041  Out-Patients  were 
treated  compared  with  3321  in  1942.  Out-Patient  attendances 
numbered  9211.

During  the  year  a  Bed  was  named  by  the  Deanery  of  Stamford 
Mothers’  Union.  It  is  hoped  that  this  example  will  lead  others  to 
follow  suit. 


OBITUARY. 

The  Board  deplores  the  death  of: — 

Lt.  Col.  E.  A.  R.  Newman,  a  Vice-President  of  the 
Hospital,  and  a  former  Honorary  Ophthalmic  Surgeon. 
Colonel  Newman  was  a  son  of  the  late  Dr.  William 
Newman,  a  member  of  the  Visiting  Medical  Staff  from 
the  year  1866  to  1895,  and  during  this  period  rendered 
outstanding  services  to  this  Hospital. 

RUSHCLIFFE  REPORT. 

The  Board  of  Management  adopted  the  recommendations  of 
the  Rushcliffe  Committee  in  connection  with  salaries  and  conditions 
of  Nursing  Staffs.  The  cost  of  implementing  this  Report  for  the 
period  1/4/43  to  31/12/43  is  £"1,042.  It  is  estimated  that  the 
approximate  cost  per  annum  will  be  in  the  region  of  £*1,300.  50% 

of  this  sum  will  rank  for  State  Grant. 


HETHERINGTON  REPORT. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  minimum  rates  of  wages  and 
conditions  of  employment  in  connection  with  special  arrangements 
for  Domestic  Staff,  generally  known  as  the  Hetherington  Report, 
is  being  considered  by  the  Board,  and  if  adopted  the  additional  cost 
of  domestic  staff  wages  will  be  £"900  per  annum.  This  heavy 
expenditure  will  have  to  be  borne  entirely  by  the  Hospital. 


TRAINING  SCHOOL. 

Seven  Nurses  were  accepted  in  1943  for  training.  Four 
passed  the  Final  State  Examination  and  thirteen  were  successful 
in  the  State  Preliminary  Examination.  In  the  absence  of  a  Sister 
Tutor,  Matron  carried  out  the  tuition.  The  Board  has  already 
expressed  its  sincere  thanks  to  the  Matron  and  congratulated  the 
successful  candidates. 
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X-RAY  DEPARTMENT. 

On  the  21st  September,  the  Board  of  Management  adopted  the 
Report  and  Recommendations  of  Mr.  C.  Morgan  Davies,  Consulting 
Engineer  re  X-Ray  Installation.  The  estimated  cost  of  re¬ 
equipping  the  X-Ray  and  Diagnostic  Department  is  ^2, 463.  An 
order  has  since  been  placed  for  a  new  X-Ray  unit  at  a  cost  of 
^"1,612  11s.  Od.  Restrictions  with  regard  to  material  and  labour 
are  likely  to  prevent  any  progress  being  made  towards  extending 
the  X-Ray  and  Diagnostic  Department  for  some  considerable  time. 

The  Board  of  Management  has  also  placed  an  order  for  the 
installation  of  an  Electric  Feeder  Cable  and  certain  installation 
works  (power  and  heating)  at  a  cost  of  /~206. 

A  sum  of  1 ,804  has  been  raised  during  the  year  towards  the 
cost  of  re-equipping  this  department,  of  this  sum  /"l  5  84  6s.  3d.  has 
been  raised  by  the  Entertainments  and  Carnival  Committee.  The 
Board  desire  to  record  its  very  sincere  thanks  to  the  members  of 
this  Committee  for  undertaking  to  raise  the  sum  required  and  also 
to  the  donors  and  organisers  of  various  efforts. 

The  Board  is  also  indebted  to  the  Rev.  Canon  J.  D.  Day,  M.A. 
for  his  kindness  in  placing  the  Stamford  School  Hall  and  the  School 
Playing  Fields  at  the  disposal  of  the  Committee  on  the  occasion  of 
the  Carnival.

CHILDREN’S  BALL. 

The  Children’s  Ball  Committee  are  warmly  thanked  for 
organising  this  effort  which  resulted  in  the  sum  of  ^30  2s.  7d.  being 
credited  to  the  X-Ray  Fund.  The  Board  desire  to  acknowledge  the 
kindness  of  Miss  J.  Nicol,  Headmistress,  Stamford  High  School,  for 
placing  at  their  disposal  the  High  School  Hall  and  for  the  personal 
interest  she  took  in  the  arrangements.  The  Board  hope  that  the 
Children’s  Ball  will  be  made  an  annual  event. 

MATERNITY  WING. 

Despite  the  extension  to  the  Maternity  Ward  which  was 
brought  into  commission^on  the  1st  January,  1942,  the  accommoda¬ 
tion  still  appears  to  be  far  short  of  present  requirements.  All  beds 
are  fully  booked  at  least  six  months  ahead.  A  considerable  increase 
in  Maternity  beds  will  be  one  of  the  features  of  the  Board’s  plan 
for  the  future. 

OUT-PATIENT  AND  MASSAGE  DEPARTMENTS. 

'The  present  limited  accommodation  is  totally  inadequate  for  the 
large  number  of  patients  attending,  and  in  view  of  the  possible 
further  expansion  of  Out-Patients  and  Diagnostic  services  in  post¬ 
war  years,  the  question  of  providing  a  modern  building  to 
accommodate  the  various  services  is  being  considered. 
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LINCOLNSHIRE  JOINT  CANCER  COMMITTEE. 


The  Stamford,  Rutland  and  General  Infirmary  is  one  of  the 
approved  Hospital  for  Medical  and  Surgical  treatment.  Mr.  R.  S. 
de  Bruyn,  F.R.C.S.,  has  been  appointed  a  member  of  the  Panel 
of  Consultant  Specialists. 


SURVEY  OF  HOSPITAL  SERVICES. 

In  common  with  other  Hospitals,  the  Stamford  Infirmary  was 
visited  on  June  17th  by  Professor  Parsons,  Dr.  Godber  and  Mr. 
Clayton  Fryers,  the  three  Surveyors  appointed  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health  and  Nuffield  Trust  to  survey  the  Hospital  Services  in 
this  area.
